Raise Rate on Motorists. 


DEATH TOLL IS STARTLING. 


Seventeen Persons Killed in Pittsburg 
Since First of Year. 


Pittsburg, Pu, July 23.—[Spectal.]—Statis- 
tics compiled from the official records of the 
coroners of Allegheny county show that since 
Jan. 1, 1906, seventeen persons have been 
killed and 136 seriously injured in automo- 
bile accidents. This does not take into ac 
count many hurt, but able to get away with- 
out making their names public. 

In commenting upon the figures today F. O. 
Ayres of New York, fourth vice president of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance compary, 
said: 

“ If the automobdilists continue on the reck- 
less course many of them are now pursuing 
and if the number of fatalities continues as 
alarming as they now are the insurance com- 
panies will have to insert clauses in their 
policies covering the dangers to which many 
persons are now exposing themselves. 

‘“ Automobile aécidents were the subject of 
special consideration at a recent meeting of 
the General Accident Insurance association 
at Frontenac, N. Y. At its next meeting the 
association will take definite action, which 
probably will be to increase the cost of insur- 
ance for automobilists.“

CURES TERROR WITH CLUB. 


Makes Laborers Stop Struggling That 
Meant Death and Walk. 


New York, July 23.—Forty laborers ran, 
swam, and fought for their lives when the 
new sewer in West Forty-sixth street was 
flooded .tonight. But for the coolness of 
Foreman Ben Connors all might have per- 
ished. 

The men were working in the tube, which 
is eight feet in diameter, a block in length, 
and forty feet below the surface, when a 
break in the old sewer let water into the 
open end of the tube. The only exit was 
at the opposite end, where an air shaft led 
to the surface. 

The men, panic stricken, ran for the shaft, 
and in running fell over each other. Half 
way to the shaft the water was at their 
waists and the men wedged themselves into 
a helpless mass. All were im peril of drown- 
ing when Connors, swinging a club, threat- 
ened to brain every man of them if they did 
not obey him. Then he ordered them to form 
four abreast and march. In this way, with 
the water up to the necks of the taller, they 
gained the shaft. Connors was the last to 
leave the sewer.

Duluth, Minr., July 23.—The ore industry 
on the Mesaba range remains completely 
tied up as a result of the strike of miners, 
Bands of men today marched to various 
points and persuaded their fellow workmen 

to walk out. At some places the situation 
assumed a threatening aspect. 
‘Strikers March to Mines. 

One party headea by a brass band, march- 
ed to Petit mine, near Sparta, forced 250 
men employed by the Republic Iron and 
Steel eompany there to quit. Then it proceed- 
ed to the Kellogg mine, near Biwakik, owned 
by the New York Steel company, and forced 
the men there to abandon work. 

At Bovey and Coleraine on the western 
Mesaba a crowd of Western Federation of 
Miners invaded the two towns and were 
promptly bundied into wagons and driven to 
Grand Rapids with the promise that if they 
returned it would be ee decidedly uncom- 
fortable for them. 

For the first time es the strike began 
several of the strikers were seen at some 
of the mining properties in the Hibbing dis- 
trict today bearing rifies. They did not 
carry them long, however, as the force of 
deputy sheriffs there convinced them that 
it was unwise. 


Independent Mines Affected. 


The strikers at first directed their move- 
ments against the United States Steel cor- 
poration alone, but today the miners at some 
of the independent mines quit. The steel 
corporation mines on the Vermilion range 
are working just as usual, but early today 
notices were posted at. all of them calling 

upon the men to walk out.,

| KILLS GIRL; WOUNDS FRIEND; 


BLOW MAY END OWN LIFE. 


New Yorker, Down and Out, Commits a 
Dual Crime and Comes Near Death in 
Lively Chase. 


New York, July 23.—[{Special.}—Frank H. 
Warner—“ quiet Frank, as his friends used 
to call him a few years ago, when he was 
temperate, steady going, and a successful 
shopkeeper—this morning murdered the girl 
whe had befriended him and tried to kill the 
man who had helped him with money and 
good counsel ever since he lost his grip and 
became a drunkard, a sponger, and a 
nuisance to his one time associates. 

He hid himeelf in the doorway near William 
G. White’s haberdashery shop at 3 West 
Forty-second street early this morning, until 
the girl, Esther C. Norling, White's cashier, 
came along. Then, following her on tiptoe 
into the store, he shot her deliberately, fir- 
ing a bullet into her back without a word 

In the few seconds that followed, when A. 
R. Spicer, manager of the store, was 80 
stunned and shocked he could do nothing 
but stare at the murderer, Warner stood 
quietly watching the red stain spread on the 
girl’s shirtwaist as she lay face downward 
on the floor. Then he fied from the scene. 

Four hours later, composed and friendly, he 
swalked into the office of John C. Wilson & Co., 
bat manufacturers, at Waverly place and 
Green street, nodded pleasantly to two or 
three salesmen and clerks. who knew him 
well, and sat down to talk to his old friend 
Wilson. Wilson heard his tale of hard luck, 
asked him how much money he wanted, got 
up, and started back to the safe to get it. 
Warner fired at Wilson as soon as his back 
was turned and shot straight. Wilson is in 
St. Vincent’s hospital with two bad wounds, 
and has about one chance in three. for re- 
covery.

As had been expected, Ward did not testify, 
but stood upon his constitutional privilege of 
keeping silence that he might not incriminate 
himself. He was nervous and his face

proofreader, and would say nothing beyond 
that he thought public sentiment was coming 
a little more this way than at the outset of 
the trouble.

After each sale the farmers are invited to 
the rooms of the Business Men's association 
and treated te a lunch.

The lecturer 
often is furnished by the state board of agri- 
culture, and after this lecture Mr. Gibson 
usually brings up in an adroit manner the 
subject of catalogue houses. 


Facts to Convince the Farmers. 


Mr. Gibson realized at the outset that all 
the talk in the world would have little or no 
effect unless he was able to convince the 
agrioulturists that they could do better with 
their money in Battle Creek than anywhere 
else. He took especial pains to do this. At 
one of the late farmers’ meetings, for exam- 
ple, he proved that a club of twenty women 
that had been‘buying groceriés from a Cin- 
cinnati catalogue house, in lots aggregating 
$80 or $80, could buy them 10 per cent cheaper 
from Tom Whalen, a local grocer. He had 
the figures to prove this statement, and the 
,“olub” has disbanded. There were some 

articles on the list cheaper than Whalen 
could sell them—sugar, for éxample—but in 
the aggregate there was no getting round the 
fact that the club was paying more for Cin- 
cinnati groceries than they could be bought 
for right here in Battle Creek.

Begin Building Good Roads. 


Several months ago the association became 
convinced that good roads would bring the 
farmers into closer communication with the 
city by enabling them to make more frequent 
trips. There are thirteen main roads lead- 
ing into Battle Creek, all of them in poor 
condition. “Two were improved last year by 
coatings of gravel and this year the asso- 
ciation is building a modern and scientific 
highway to Beadle Lake, which will open up 
a rich farming community to the markets o? 
Battle Creek. 

This road is being built under state super- 
vision and the association will claim the state 
award of $500 a mile, being the first in Cal- 
houn county to be so constructed. This will 
reduce the cost to the association to $4,500. 
It is the intention to build every year an- 
other road until all the thirteen highways are 
perfect. 

C. E. Blood, who has a dry goods store 
across the street from the Post block, is one 
of the most active members of the associa- 
tion. 

“There has been a great deal of stuff 
bought from the catalogue houses in the last 
year or two,“ said Mr. Blood, but I believe 
we now are educating the people they had 
better patronize the home market. People 
around here are a little timid about saying 
they bought anything from a catalogue house, 
for the reason they are not popular under the 
awakened public sentiment. 


Objects to False Claims. 


* Personally, I don’t look at the matter 
from the viewpoint of sentiment, but from 
a purely business point of view. If a cus- 
tomer can't buy a thing as cheap in my store 


down the atreet, why, let him go to my com- 
petitor—there’s no harm done, But what I 
object to is the statement made in the cat- 
alogues placing the home merchant in a false 
light—creating the impression he is a robber 
and the catalogue house is selling the same 
goods ata much lower rate, which is not the 
truth.” 

Charles H. Ashley, a grocer, said catalogue 
houses from Columbus and Cincinnati still 
had canvassers in the fleld trying to sell 
groceries, but the people were not so easy as 
they formerly Were. . 

“In the long run,“ said he, although 
people can get some grades of groceries 
cheaper, they will lose out. They load upona 
lot of stuff they don’t want and often it is 
of inferior grade.. I know of one woman who 
bought five gallons of molasses and then 
went to @ local grocer and tried to get him 
to take four gallons off her hands. 

„She must have been some relation to the 
woman who bought a suit of clothes for her 
little boy from a catalogue house and then 
asked a local clothier to give her a belt for

CATHOLICS GAIN IN NEW LANDS 


Abbe Klein Finds Brightest Fu- 
ture of Church in America. 


FRANCE LACKS IN RELIGION. 


Separation from State, He Says, Was 
Necessary, and for the Best. 


“The brightest future for the Catholic 
church lies in America,” said the Abbé Feliz 
Klein last night at the house of the Paulist 
fathers. “‘ The church is increasing in fervor 
and numbers in new and democratic coun- 
tries. It is diminishing in the older coun- 
tries.“ N 

Abbé Klein has finished a course of lectures 
at the University of Chicago and after a few 
days here will leave for Peoria and St. Paul 
to visit Archibshops Spalding and Ireland, 
and then will leave for Arizona, California, 
and other western points. 

The subject uppermost in the abbé's mind 
and which he has been lecturing upon prin- 
cipally is the separation of church and state 
in France, Coming as he doés almost direct- 
ly from Paris, he is well informed upon its 
various phases. 


Gain Most in New Countries. 

“I could not help contrasting the bright 
future of the church in this country with 
conditions in some of the older countries,“ 
said the abbé. ‘‘ The Catholic religion is 
succeeding most in the newer democratic 
countries for tho reason that there is better 
natural formation for its base. 
no prejudices against the church in this 
country. It progresses most among a free, 
educated people. An irreligious government, 
as in France, results in an irreligious peo- 
ple. 

In France, strange as it may seem, the re- 
ligion is diminishing among the peasants, 
while increasing among the better educated, 
more intelligent classes. It is making con- 
siderable progress, for instance, among cer- 
tain classes of workmen. 

„As to the increasing popularity of the 
religion in the United States there are many 
causes for it. The well known attitude of 
the church on the subject of divorce has 
made it many friends. The fact that the 
clergymen do not marry enables them to de- 
vote more time to the people. They can con- 
centrate all their activities. The church al- 
ways has been close to the poor, common 
people. | 

The unity of the church is another great 
factor in the spread of the religion and in its 
holding fast to its children. Immigrants 
who come from Italy, Germany, and other 
continental countries find awaiting them the 
same forms of their religion. 5 

Out of the situation in France good will 
follow the evil. The church desired sepa- 
ration. It was fmpossible for the union of 
church and state to continue longer. 


Likes Conditions in America. 

„Here in this country, where there are no 
relations between the church and state, the 
church is free and independent. The state 
does not intervene in the life of each denom- 
ination, but is religious. At every national 
geremony there always is a tribute to God. 
The government provides chaplains for the 
army and navy. 

„One of the, most impressive evidences of 
the religion of the state is the presider?’s 
proclamation on Thaskegiving. I remember 
reading this proclamation before a socialiats’ 
club in Toulon, and I believe the socialists 
were impressed.” 

The abbé visited Chicago four years ago 
and wrote a book upon his impressions. He 
hopes to be able to write another book on his 
return to Europe, this time on social condi- 
tions in America, but admitted he had not 
had much time te form impressions. He 
arrived in New York on July b., and after 
several lectures in that city went to the 
Chautauqua, where he also spike several 


times.

Plans for the uplifting of the colored race 
in Chicago were formulated yesterday at a 
meeting held in the Desplaines street Mu- 
nicipal courtroom. The meeting was called 
by Judge Frank P. Sadler, who presided. 

The following persons were present and 
were made members of the committee on or- 
ganization: Dean W. T. Sumner, cathedral 
of SS. Peter and Paul, chairman; Judge Bad- 
ler, Assistant State’s Attorney Barnett, Mrs. 
Gertrude Howe Britton of Hull house, Mrs. 
G. F. Shears of Douglas Center settlement, 
the Rev. J. B. Redmond and the Rev. I. N. 
Daniels. The last named two are pastors

MANY TRUE BILLS FOUND. 


Appointment of County Police- 
men to Assist State’s At- 
torney Is Urged. 


The July Cook county grand jury adjourned 
late yesterday without taking any action on 
In its report the 
jury-discussed the evidence given to it by rep- 
resentatives of the Record-Herald as follows: 

„After inquiring into published reports of 
gambling, we beg leave to say that we have 
been. unable, with the means at our com- 
mand, to discover anything sufficiently defi- 
nite to warrant action by this body, and we 
feel the subject is of sufficient importance to- 
warrant our referring this matter to the next 
grand jury.“ . 


Request for County Police. 


The grand jury further recommended: 

We are strongly of the opinion that there 
should be in the state’s attorney's office and 
under his control a police or detective depart- 
ment to be used in connection with criminal 
prosecutions and in the suppression of crimi- 
nal conditions which prevail in the city and 
county, and in that respect we urge the board 
of county commissionérs to make provision 
for the employment of not less n thirty 
county detectites or deputy sheriffs, to be 
appointed by the state's attorney and to be 
paid for out of the revenues of the county. 

“We inspected the county jail and recom- 
mend that the walls of the courtyard be given 
a thorough coat of whitewash.” 


Many True Bills Found. 


The total number of cases heard was 188. 
True bills to the number of 164 were found. 
There Were sixteen no bills and only eight 
cases were passed to the next grand jury. 
Henry W. McFarland, foreman of the grand 
jury, made the return before Judge Chytraus. 

Before the jury adjourned Chief of Police 
Shippy. Inspectors Anson Backus, John Re- 
vore, and John Wheeler, and Capt. John Mo- 
Weeney gave testimony respecting the gam- 
bling situation. Chief Shippy said the gam- 
bling is of the mushroom variety and is 
suppressed by the police as fast as found. 


Five Women Arrested in Raid. 


Detectives from Shippy’s office made good 
the words of their chief before the grand jury 
adjourned by arresting five women in a hand- 
book raid {n the rear of the saloon of Cesar 
Del Pino, 207 West Madison street. Albert 
Schlosser, 85 years old, was arrested on the 
charge of being the keeper. 

The women, who all claimed to be married 
and residents of the south side, gave ficti- 
tious names, After they had been hauledina 
patrol wagon to the police station one of them 
fainted in front of the sergeant's desk. She 
recovered quickly, and with her friends was 
transferred to the Harrison street annex,

Promises Evidence to Clear Himself |

Lured into a deserted storeroom by an em- 
ployé apparently acting in good faith, then 
surrounded by a band of men who attacked 
him and finally turned him over to the police 
as a burglar, probably will be the defense H. 
Erskine Campbell, an attorney in the First 
National Bank bullding, living at 1302 Berwyn 
avenue, will set up when he is tried on Aug. 1 
in the Desplaines street Municipal court. 
„ Probably,“ said Mr. Campbell yesterday, 
because he still lacked. one link in the chain 
of circumstances which led to his incarcera- 
tion. He said he still. was loath to believe 
he had peen betrayed by a mysterious em- 
ploys who figured prominently in the case. 

Mr. Campbell was arrested late Saturday 
afternoon on the complaint of the Chicago 
Fuse Wire Manufactuping company, 170 
South Clinton street. W. W. Merrill, man- 
ager of the company, claimed to have caught 
Mr. Campbell in the act of robbing the es- 
tablishment. He was released by Judge Sad- 
ler after he had given bond in the sum of 
$1,500. 
‘Explains Presence in Plant. 


Charles E. Pain, representing Mr. Campbell, 
madea statement for his client yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

‘* Mr. Campbell was retained as attorney for 
an eastern concern regarding some patent 
matters,” said Mr. Pain, “and it became 
necessary for him to see certain articles sup- 
posed to be in the plant of the Chicago Fuse 
Wire Manufacturing company. In company 
with a man whose name we will not divulge, 
but who gave all evidences of having the 
proper authority, he went to the Clinton 
street plant Saturday afternoon. This party 
opened the door for Mr. Campbell and he 
entered a large storeroom. 

‘Supposing he was being followed by his 
escort, Mr. Campbell started examining vari- 
ous 4rticies in which he was interested While 
he was s.udying what is known as a ‘ knock- 
out box’ ana dending over it com ing K 
with a ddagram he had in his note k he 
was startled to hear a low whistle, appar- 
ently a signal of some sort. 


Attacked and Put Under Arrest. 

“He started up, only to discover he was 
surrounded by five men. Before he could 
make a remark or defend himself one of the 
men struck him a violent blow in the face. 
He was then taken into custody and turned 
over to the police, a charge of burglary 
being preferred. The party who had con- 
ducted him to the place had disappeared and 
we have not been able to locate him. We do 
not care to tell his name until we have made 
further inquiries ae to his whereabouts.”’ 

Mr. Pain denied emphatically that Mr, 
Campbell had been rummaging through any 
papers, and said he had not even entered the 
office of the concern. He refused to go into 
detail regarding the litigation which caused 
Mr. Campbell to go to the plant. On the 
outside, however, it was said the eastern 
concern was about to charge the Chicago 
firm with infringement of a patent and it was 
in this connection the young lawyer was 
working. Representativas of the eastern 
company probably will arrive in Chicago the 
latter part of the week with a view to con- 
tinuing the investigation. 


Denies Story of Litigation. 


Mr. Merrill, manager of the concern be- 
hind the prosecution, denies there is any 
litigation which would call forth Mr. Cainp- 
bell’s actions, and the detectives who made 
the arrest profess to be in absolute ig- 
norance regarding the case. 

Mr. Campbell’s duty to his client pre- 
vents him from telling the whole story,” 
said Mr. Pain, but he probably will have 
the opportunity to tell a good deal at the 
time of the trial.“

HEAVY LOADS ON FLOORS. 
Commissioner Downey Says the 
City Ordinances Are Vio- 
lated Frequently. 


Tue collapse of a sf story building at 
120-122 Franklin street yesterday morning 


has brought about an inquiry as to Whether 
‘the lives of occupants of other buildings 


within the loop are being endangered by 
loading the floors too heavily. Building 
Commissioner Downey has asked the civil 
service commissioners to furnish him with 
six additional deputies with which to make 
a thorough inspection immediately. 

1 shall have my men go into every build- 
ing within the loop, beginning in the cellar 
and going to the garret,” said Commissioner 
Downey. It is apparent that the owners 
of some buildings are violating the rules 
about overloading their floor space, and it 
will be necessary to make an example of a 


few of the flagrant violators. 

„In this connection I believe the first 
thing that should be done is to have the pen- 
alty for violating the building ordinances, 
which now is a fine of $200, made heavier. 
A building owner cares little about a fine of 
$200, and that sum of money is nothing 
when it is considered that the offense may 
cost the lives of a hundred persons any 

Lives Saved by Mere Chance. 

The building, which was occupied by the 
Swigert Paper company, collapsed shortly 
after 6 o’clock in the morning—the only hour 
in the twenty-four that there was nobody in 
it. The night watchman and engineer had 
gone across the street for breakfast and were 
returning to their 
tell in. A moment later the front wall also 
fell, showering bricks and bits of dust and 
plaster about the heads of the two men. Nei- 
ther of them was hit, although several bricks 
fell at their feet. 

Within a few minutes the side walls crashed 
down upon the low adjoining buildings, car- 
rying everything before them. Tons of brick 
and building material went through the roof 
of the building occupied by the Goodhart- 
Hartman company at 118 Franklin street. 
Whisky in barrels was stored on the upper 
floor of this building. The force was.such 
that a number of barrels were started rolling, 
and they knocked a hole in the rear wall and 
fell into the alley, where a number of firemen 
had begun to mount to the roof. 


Prosecutions May- Follow. 

The upper floors of the building occupied 
by the Swigert company were filled with 
great rolls of paper, each of which weighed 
more thanaton. There also were many bun- 
dles of crated bulk paper, held to fill several 
large shipments. The building was valued 
at $50,000 and the value of the stock was esti- 
mated at $25,000. 

Commissioner Downey and Deputy Robert 
Knight hurried to the wrecked building as 
soon as they arrived at their office. After an 
examination of the débris Deputy Knight 
said that it looked®as if there had been gross 
negligence on the part of the occupants of the 
bullding. ä 

There were signs on the wall giving the 
maximum load per square foot as 
pounds,” he said. It looked to me as if there 
was at least 250 pounds to the square foot 
double the safe weight.“ 

Commissioner Downey will consult with 
Corporation Counsel Brundage today in re- 
gard to prosecution of the occupants of the 
building should it be found that the accident 
was due to negligence. 

On July 12, 1906, Commissioner Bartzen 
caused the building to be inspected, after 
which he ordered that the freight be kept 
chwn to a maximum weight of 12 pounds to 
the square foot. '

BRITONS LIKE GIRL CLERKS. 


Laugh at Secretary Wilson’s Or- 
der Against Women. 


FEW HOLD IMPORTANT POSTS 


Feminine Worker, Says One, Should 
Not Be Trusted Too Far. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, July 23.—The ruling of James 
Wilson, the United States secretary of'agri- 
culture, barring women from employment as 
private secretaries and confidential clerks in 
his department has been regarded here as a 
joke more than @ gericus question of great 
import. 

With the exception of a few women as 
typists at the war office, all the work in the 
English government offices in England is 
done by men. No women are employed by 
the admiralty, the board of trade, the treas- 
ury, foreign, India, or colonial offices. 

Many women find employment ip the civil 
service, but few reach confidential positions 
except in the postoffice, where the results 
are said to be excellent in every respect. 

The head of an organization which prepares 
3,000 girls and women annually for positions 
as typewriters and stenographers, in an in- 
terview said that women are fully as loyal 
and conscientious as men, but added that 
when women are engaged they possibly are 
not so reliable as men, the latter being more 
inclined to keep business out of their love 
affairs, and that in cages where the thought- 
less betrayal of a diplomatic secret might 
entail results of the highest moment it is 
well not to impose such responsibility upon 
women,

IN RATE BATTLE. 


Southern Railway Seeks to 
Enjoin All North Caro- 
lina Officials. 


MEANS BIGGER CONFLICT. 


Gov. Glenn Plans Vigorous Re- 
taliation if Injunction 
Is Granted. 


Asheville, N. C., July 23.—[{Special.]—The 
Southern railway is preparing an ancillary or 
supplemental bill in its injunction case, pray- 
ing for the enlargement and broadening of 
the scope of its enjoinment by which it ex- 
pects to make it operative directly upon all 
prosecuting officers of the state if not direct- 
ly upon the state courts. 

This injunction will prevent all persons com- 


plaining before magistrates or grand juries or 


other officers of the state charged with the 
administration of criminal laws of any viola- 
tion of the rate statute and any one who shall 
dare to question the force of this injunction 
will be hauled before a judge and charged 
with contempt. 

This bill will enjoin every solicitor in the 
state personally, but it is contended that 
solicitorg are not necessary in the prosecu- 
tion of the Southern railway for violating 
the law or other prosecutions that a grand 
jury prosecutes. Gov. Glenn has been guilty 
ee according to the Southern rail- 
Ww 

Contempt Issue Considered. 


Judge Pritchard has under consideration 
whether or not he will bring before him Po- 
lice Judge Reynolds for contempt for his 
original injunction and others issuing war- 
rants against agents of the railway com- 
pany and trying them in his court. 

The new injunction, if granted, would 
mean a violent conflict, as scores of indict- 
ments are to follow against the Southern 
railway, Gov. Glenn having ordered the so- 
licitors to make out these indictments. 
These cases are expected to be heard on 
habeas corpus proceedings before Judge 
Pritchard unless Judge Pritchard issues a 
writ of injunction for contempt of court 
against all persons complaining against the 
Southern railway in the rate matter. 


Appeal to Be Taken. 


From the judgment rendered by the United 


States Circuit court discharging the prisoners 
Wood and Wilson, ticket agents, an appeal 
will be prosecuted to the Supreme court of 
the United States. Gov. Glenn takes excep- 
tion to Judge Pritchard's rulings, and also 
defies his decision. 

Assistant United States Attorney General 
Edward T. Sanford, who comes here by di- 
rection of President Roosevelt to secure if 
possible peace out of the highly threatening 
situation between the state and, the. United 
States courts in the enforcement of the rail- 
way rate law, held an important conference 
tonight with President Finley of the South- 
ern railway, General Counsel A. P. Thom, 
and General Counsel Alex P. Humphrey of 
Louisville. It is said the raiway.agreed that 
its tactics should be more paciſſc. 

Information comes from Raleigh that Gov. 
Glenn will not recede from the position that 
the United States court cannot prevent en- 
forcement of the law by, the state courts, and 
that he will resist tot the utmosub any force 
necessary any attempt by the United States 
court to enjoin the state courts from doing 
their duty as they see it under the law. The 
situation now is more serious than ever be- 
fore, since there has oeen.

AERONAUTS NARROWLY MISS 
CRASH WITH TOWER IN DARK. 


Rapid Throwing Out of Ballast Is All 
That Saves French Balloonists from 
Possible Death. 


PARIS, July 23.—Alan R. Hawley, who 
will take part in the international balloon 
race at St. Louis on Oct. 19 next, and Charles 
Levee, another well known aeronaut, hada 
narrow escape from death tonight while 
crossing Chartres in their balloon. 

They were traveling thirty miles an hour 
at a low altitude, when the cathedral ap- 
peared dead ahead in the semi-darkness. 
The men threw out their ballast with the 
greatest possible speed, and the balloon shot 
up 1,700 feet, grazing the towers of the great 
church in the rise. 


German Dirigible Great Success. 

Berlin, July 23.—A German military diri- 
gible balloon today made a flight of three 
hours and twenty-seven minutes, fourteen 
minutes longer than the record of the French 
dirigible, Patrie. 

A second trip lasted more than an hour and 
a half and proved the absolute reliability of 
the steering gear, motor, and propeller.

Wadsworth had intended to step down with a 
declaration that personal ‘interests oy yea 
be sacrificed to the larger-interests of the 
whole state, and that public poelicy-demand- 
ed the sacrifice. 

He refrained from doing so only after | 
State Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff, Con- 
gressman. Herbert Parsons, chairman of the 
New York county republican committee, 
both of whom are close friends of President 
Rogsevelt, had advised him that in standing 
pat on his organization plan the administra- 
tion support would be thrown his way.

BRYAN PACIFIES THE SOUTH. 

For once Mr. William J. Bryan has 
owned up to a blunder. This will be a 
shock to the enthusiasts who have. looked 
on him as infallible and his wildest views 
as the law and the gospel. He has never 
admitted that he was prodigiously in error 
when he advocated free silver and other 
dogmas that have been repudiated by the 
people, but he confesses now that he 
made a mistake when te came out in 
favor of the government ownership of 
railroads. 

He says that his error lay in supposing 
were ready for it when 
they were not. When he says the peo- 
ple” he means “ the southern democrats.” 
He had assumed that because he had been 
able to impose his will upon the party on 
many occasions, making it accept strange 
and odious doctrines, that he could do it 
always. 

The last dose was so nauseous that the 
patient refused to take it, and Mr. Bryan 
has to admit that he prescribed the wrong 
mnedicine. 

The southern democrats, the men who 
provide electoral votes for a democratic 
presidential candidate, began protesting 
against Mr. Bryan’s latest “ paramount 
issue as soon as he proclaimed it. That 
did notgmove him. He assumed that they 
could be whipped into line. But as time 
went on and southern democratic news- 
papers and leaders began insinuating that 
a stronger candidate than Mr. Bryan 
could be found, and that it might be well 
for him to step to one side, it dawned on 
him that they could get along without 
him more easily than he could without 
them. So be has backed water on the 
railread question, and the south again 
smiles on him. His old pleasant relations 
with that part of the country have been 
retstablished. Now that he is talking 
more reasonably southern democrats see 
in him again the “ peerless leader.” 

It must have gone against the grain 
with Mr. Bryan to sacrifice his reputation 
for infallibility and consistency in error. 

That he has sacrificed it proves that he 
is determined that the lightning shall 
strike him when the democratic national 
convention meets next year. He has been 
saying to all questioners that it was too 
soon to talk about nominations and that 
his own attitude was undetermined. His 
acts indicate that his mind is made up to 
be a victim for a third time and that he 
does not intend to let anybody ascend the 
sacrificial altar in his place. 

Mr. Bryan has pacified the south by re- 
nouncing one of his offensive doctrines. 
He is something of a practical politician 
if not an inerrant guide, and now may be. 
expected to make his peace with Mr. Sul- |

WILLIAM H. LANGDON. 
Clever politicians are not omniscient. 
Sometimes the cleverest scheme to get 
votes under false pretenses proves dis- 
astrous in the sequel.

H. Langdon on their ticket for district at- 
torney for San Francisco county. The 
man had been a school teacher and was 
at at the time county superintendent of 
school He had studied law and had 
been admitted to the bar, but was not 
known as a competent or successful 
lawyer. He was an eloquent speaker, had 
many personal friends, and it was be- 
lieved that the school teachers would in- 
finence votes in his favor. The bosses

The. result of the election showed that 
they were half right. Langdon attracted 
votes amd according to unofficial returns 
received more than Schmitz himself, al- 
thongh the official count, possibly doc- 
tored, put Schmitz in the lead. In the 
rest of theit calculations the bosses were 
wrong. The school teacher district attor- 
ney goon came to suspect something 
wrong, and when suspicion became cer- 
tainty he did not consider himself bound 
by anything but his oath of office.

It is needless to say that if Langdon 
does not make some serious blunder his 
political future is assured. There is no 
more popular man in a community than a 
district attorney who uncovers and, stops 
the plundering of the public. Whatever 
the political vagaries of Langdon, if he 
will attend strictly to the public’s business 
the public may be relied upon to take care 
of him. 


JUSTICE BREWER AND GOV. FOLE. 

“Suppose, through such railroad laws 
as Missouri passed, the railroads actually 
lose money in carrying passengers and 
freight—will the state make the loss 
good to them?” This was the question re- 
cently put by Mr. Justice Brewer to Gov. 
Folk. The justice may have thought it 
unanswerable, but Goy. Folk replies Yan- 
kee fashion by asking another question. 
It is, Suppose the federal court, after 
many years of litigation, finds the rates 
reasonable and the laws valid—will the 
railroads make the loss good to the people 
of Missouri?” 

If a railroad were to collect the higher 
passenger rate while the validity of the 
lower rate was being litigated there would 
be no practical remedy for the passenger 
if the lower rate were upheld. He might 
sue the road, but that would cost him 
more than he could recover. Gov. Folk’s 
sympathies appear to be with the passen- 
ger. 

If the railroad were to let people travel 
at a lower rate pending the action of the 
courts, and the road were to win the suit, 
it would have been deprived of some 
money to which it was justly entitled. 
It would be unable to recover anything 
from the passengers. The loss would fall 
upon the stockholders. Apparently Jus- 
tice Brewer has a higher opinion of their 
rights than he has of the rights of passen- 
gers. 

The question as to who shall stand the 
possible loss when the justice of a state 
or federal reduction of railroad rates is 
concerned in the courts is one that is con- 
stantly coming up. It was discussed at 
great length in the United States senate 
when the railroad rate law was under con- 
sideration. It comes up in connection 
with the recent Z cent passenger rate laws. 
By the order of one federal judge the 
Missouri law is to be tested for three 
months, There the railroads will have 
to bear the loss if the law shall finally be 
held invalid. That judge has given the 
benefit of the doubt to the people. In 
North Carolina a federal judge has given 
the benefit of the doubt to the railroads. 

The people should be given the prefer 
ence, but all controversies of this kind 
should be settled speedily so that there 
may be the least possible loss to anybody.

the terms of this act of parliament the pen- 


stons are granted to persons who, having 
distinguished themselves in literature, sei- 
ende, and art, find themselves in the eventide 
of their existence in straitened circum- 
stances. Thus Miss Louise de la Ramée, 
better known as Ouida.“ has just been 
granted one of these pensions, to the tune of 
$750 a year, in consideration of the fact that 
in ber old age she finds herself sick and des- 
titute in Italy. Although she has at least fifty 
successful novels to ber credit, several of 
which have been put on the stage with long 
runs. Old Mrs. Sarah Hutchinson and Miss 
Annie Burns have received a pension of $500 
a year, in recognition of thelr inadequate 
means of support and ‘of the services ren- 
dered to Iterature by their grandfather, the 
poet Burns. 

It is startling, therefore, to find on this list 
for the first time the name of Sir Frank Bur- 
nand, figuring as the recipient of a pension of 
$1,000 a year. The pension was quietly 
granted last fall, shortly after hts retirement 
from the editorship of the London comic 
weekly Punch, which he had heid for more 
than a quarter of a century. Sir Frank's res- 
ignation was not of a voluntary character. 
We have his own word for this in a public let- 
ter published last year... In this-he confessed 
that he had not intended to retire for several 
years to come, and then the author of * Hap- 
py Thoughts” goes on to add that his 
friends, the proprietors of Punch, were 
prompted by “a happy thought to anticl- 
pate his intention by two or three years. 
He quizzically likened his case to that ofa 
guest in a country house, who, without in- 
forming hig. host; has determined on leaving 
by a late n on the afternoon of the next 
day, is upset by his hospitable entertainer 
informing him overnight that the carriage 
will be ready to take him and his e to 
the station at 8 a. m. The guest demurs, but 


| finally falls in with his bost's plan, although 


it is ridiculous to imagine that he would se- 
lect such an uncomfortabie hour for leaving. 


> 
The fact of the matter seems to be that the 
proprietors belfeved that Sir Frank had out- 
grown his usefulness as editor of Punch, that 
he was no longer. in touch with the public, and 
that his sense of humor had become stale. 
Even if that be the case, it would assuredly 
have been their duty, after his service on 
that paper as editor during the greater part 
of a lifetime, to have supplied him on his re- 
tirement in his seventieth year with a pen- 
sion, which would have kept him in comfort 
for the remainder of his days and which 
would have rendered him independent of the 
humiliating bounty of the civil service pen- 
sion list. For, as pointed out above, these 
pensions always imply that the recipient is in 
straitened circumstances. 
Sir Frank has been unfortunate. For if 


any one should have made a fortune by 


means of his pen it is he. He ts the author of 
innumerable plays of every conceivable de- 
scription, many of which have had phenom- 
enal runs in this country, some of them un- 
der the auspices of Augustin Daly, among 
the best known being Black Eyed Susan.“ 
His books, too, have gone through many edi- 
tions. Iu fact, he should be in the possession 
of a fortune today from ‘his books, his plays, 
and his librettos. No one will grudge him 
the civil service pension, but there are many 
who will be sorry that he should have been in 
need thereof. 
— 

Not only the editors of Punch, but likewise 
the public, and especially the public men of 
his time, owe him a debt of gratitude. For 
throvghout all his twenty-six years of edi- 
torship of that paper he managed to steer it 
clear of that rock which is the principal dan- 
ger to every comic sheet—namely, vulgarity— 
and’ the jokes and cartoons which it con- 
tained, though often extremely trite and 
witty, were never offensive to good taste. It 
was the recognition of this fact, indeed, that 
led King Edward to knight him on the occa- 
sion of the coronation, and few of the dis- 
tinctions then bestowed met with more gen- 
eral approval. . 

Sig Frank was brought up for the church 
That is to say, after going through Eton and 
Cambridge, at which university he founded 
the now famous Amateur Dramatic club, he 
studied at Cuddesdon, under Canon Liddon, 
to become an Anglican ¢lergyman, was led 
by his religious researches to transfer his 
spiritual allegiance to the church of Rome, 
studied for the Roman priestnood at the fa- 
mous seminary of the Angels in Bayswater, 
of which Cardinal Manning was at the time 
rector, and even became an oblate of the Or- 
der of St. Charles. Then it seems that he 
came to the conclusion that he was not fitted 
for the priesthood, and went on the stage, 
and after a short and not particularly glo- 
rious career before the footlights, which was 
brought to a close at Edinbyrgh, he became 
a lawyer, got called to the bar about the same 
time as his friend Montagu Williams, and 
then collaborated with the lattef in writing a 
number. of light comedies and farces before 
joining first. of all the staff of Fun and thea 
that of Punch.

There are all sorts of funny stories current 
as to how Burnand came to leave the semi- 
nary at Bayswater and to abandon his inten- 
tion of becoming a priest, of thern being to 
the effect that he exercised his extraordinary 
powers. of ‘mimicry and of ventriloquism, as 
well as his fondness for- practical jokes, at 
the experise of the rector, Cardinal Manning. 
The story added that owing to the difficulty 


which the clergy and professors experienced 


in retaining their equanimity in the face of 
these merry quips it was finally gently and 
kindly suggested to Burnand that his voca- 
tion was not the priesthood. This story 
found its way into an American magazine— 
namely, Harper’s—and wes copied far and 
wide, with a heading Why Burnand Failed 
to Become a Bishop.“ Burnand, instead of 
laughing. at the matter, as everybody else 
did, became angry, and not only indignantly 
insisted upon a retraction but actually went 
to the length of obtaining from the late Car- 
dinal Manning a public testimonial of good 
conduct, piety, and innocence of the crimes of 
practical joking while under his orders at the 
seminary. All of which goes to show that 
some of the greatest humorists have mo- 
ments when they manifest the most extraor- 
dinary lack ot humor that is to say, if the 
humor is at their expense. 

Lord Osborne de Vere Beauclerk, who ar- 
rived in America on board the Celtic last Sat- 
urday as a fellow passenger of Alfred Van- 
dérbilt, is the half brother and next heir of 


the present eleventh. duke of St. Albans.

BRYAN PACIFIES THE SOUTH. 
For once Mr. William J. Bryan has 
owned up to a blunder. This will be a 
shock to the enthusiasts who have looked 
on him as infallible and his wildest views 
as the law and the gospel. He has never 
admitted that he was prodigiously in error 


when he advocated free silver and other 


dogmas that have been repudiated by the 
people, but he confesses now that he 
made a mistake when tre came out in 
ta vor of the government ownership of 


railroads. 


He says that his error lay in supposing 
that the people were ready for it when 
they were not. When he says “the peo- 
ple” he means “ the southern democrats.” 
He had assumed that because he had been 
able to impose his will upon the party on 
many occasions, making it accept strange 
and odious doctrines, that he could do it 
always. : 

The last dose was so nauseous that the 
patient refused to take it, and Mr. Bryan 
has to admit that he prescribed the wrong 
medicine. 

The southern democrats, the men who 
provide electoral votes for a democratic 
presidential candidate, began protesting 
against Mr. Bryan’s latest paramount 
issue as soon as he proclaimed it. That 
did notgmove him. He assumed that they 
could be whipped into line. But as time 
went on and southern democratic news- 
papers and leaders began insinuating that 
a stronger candidate than Mr Bryan 
could be found, and that it might be well 
for him to step to one side, it dawned on 
him that they could get along without 
him more easily than he could without 
them. So he has backed water on the 
railroad question, and the south again 
smiles on him. His old pleasant relations 
with that part of the country have been 
retstablished. Now that he is talking 
more reasonably southern democrats see 
in him again the “ peerless leader.” 

It must have gone against the grain 
with Mr. Bryan to sacrifice his reputation 
for infallibility and consistency in error. 

That he has sacrificed it proves that he 
is determined that the lightning shall 
strike him when the democratic national 
convention meets next year. He has been 
saying to all questioners that it was too 
soon to talk about nominations and that 
his own attitude was undetermined. His 
acts indicate that his mind is made up to 
be a victim for a third time and that he 
does not intend to let anybody ascend the 
sacrificial altar in his place. 

Mr. Bryan has pacified the south by re- 
nouncing one of his offensive doctrines. 
He is something of a practical politician 


if not an inerrant guide, and now may De. 


expected to make his peace with Mr. Sul- 
livan of IIlinois.

Clever politicians are not omniscient. 


Sometimes the cleverest scheme to get

It is needless to say that if Langdon 
does not make some serious blunder his 
political future is assured. There is no 
more popular man in a community than a 
district attorney who uncovers and. stops 
the plundering of the public. Whatever 
the political vagaries of Langdon, if he 
will attend strictly to the public’s business 
the public may be relied upon to take care 
of him. 


JUSTICE BREWER AND GOV. FOLK. 

“Suppose, through such railroad laws 
as Missouri passed, the railroads actually 
lose money in carrying passengers and 
freight—-will the state make the loss 
good to them?” This was the question re- 
cently put by Mr. Justice Brewer to Gov. 
Folk. The justice may have thought it 
unanswerable, but Goy. Folk replies Yan- 
kee fashion by asking another question. 
It is, Suppose the federal court, after 
many years of litigation, finds the rates 
reasonable and the laws valid—will the 
railroads make the loss good to the people 
of Missouri?’ 

If a railroad were to collect the higher 
passenger rate while the validity of the 
lower rate was being litigated there would 
be no practical remedy for the passenger 


‘if the lower rate were upheld. He might 


sue the road, but that would cost him 
more than he could recover. Gov. Folk’s 
sympathies appear to be with the passen- 
ger. 

If the railroad were to let people travel 
at a lower rate pending the action of the 
courts, and the road were to win the suit, 
it would have been deprived of some 
money to which it was justly entitled. 
It would be unable to recover anything 
from the passengers. The loss would fall 
upon the stockholders. Apparently Jus- 
tice Brewer has a higher opinion of their 
rights than he has of the rights of passen- 
gers. 

The question as to who shall stand the 
possible loss when the justice of a state 
or federal reduction of railroad rates is 
concerned in the courts is one that is con- 
stantly coming up. It was discussed at 
great length in the United States senate 
when the railroad rate law was under con- 
sideration. It comes up in connection 
with the recent Z cent passenger rate laws. 
By the order of one federal judge the 
Missouri law is to be tested for three 
months. There the railroads will have 
to bear the loss if the law shall finally be 
held invalid. That judge has given the 
benefit of the doubt to the people. In 
North Carolina a federal judge has given 
the benefit of the doubt to the railroads. 

The people should be given the prefer 
ence, but all controversies of this kind 
should be settled speedily so that there 
may be the least possible loss to anybody. 


Gov. Folk speaks of many years of Ifti- 


gation ” over railroad rate cases. He de 
scribes accurately what has happened in 
the past, but should not be permitted to 
happen again. Litigation would not have 
dragged so if the roads had not been per 
mitted to collect the higher rates while it 
was pending. If that practice were 
stopped the roads would expedite court 
proceedings, instead of delaying them.

stances. Thus Miss Louise de la Ramée, 
better known as “Quida,” has just been 

ted one of these pensions, to the tune of 

50 a year, in consideration of the fact that 
in her old age she finds herself sick and des- 
titute in. Italy; Although she has at least fifty 
succéseful novels to her credit, several of 
which have been put on the 8 xt Meee long 
runs. Old Mrs. Sarah Hutchinson and Miss 
Annie Burns have received a pension of $500 
a year, tn recognition of their inadequate 
means of support and of the services ren- 
dered to literature by their grandfather, the 
poet Burns. 

It is startling, therefore, to find on this list 
for the first time the name of Sir Frank Bur- 
nand, figuring as the recipient of a pension of 
$1,000 a year. The pension was quietly 
granted last fall, shortly after hts retirement 
from the editorship of the London comic 
weekly Punch, which he had heid for more 
than a quarter of a century. Sir Frank's res- 
ignation was not of a voluntary character. 
We have his own word for this in a public let- 
ter published last year... In this he confessed 
that he had not intended to retire for several 
years to come, and then the author ot Hap- 
py Thoughts” goes on to add that his 
“friends,” the proprietors of Punch, were 
2 by a happy thought to anticl- 

bis intention by two or three years. 
He Ae likened his case to that of a 
guest in a country house, who, without in- 
host, hag determined on leaving 
by a late n on the afternoon of the next 
day, is upset by his hospitable entertainer 
informing him overnight that the carriage 
will be ready to take him and his to 
the station at 8 a.m. The guest dermurs, but

The fact of the matter seems to be that the 
proprietors belfeyed that Sir Frank had out- 
grown his usefulness as editor of Punch, that 
he was no longer. in touch with the public, and 
that his sense of. humor had become stale. 
Even if that be the case, it would assuredly 
have been their duty. after his service on 
that paper as editor during the greater part 
of a lifetime, to have supplied him on his re- 
tirement in his seventieth year with a pen- 
sion, which would have kept him in comfort 
for the remainder of his days.and which 
would have rendered him independent of the 
humiliating bounty of the civil service pen- 
sion—~list. For, as pointed out above, these 
pe always imply that the recipient is in 
straitened circumstances. 

Sir Frank has been unfortunate. For if 
any one should have made a fortune by 
means of his pen it is he. He is the author of 
innumerable plays of every conceivable de- 


seription, many of which have had phenom- 


enal runs in this country, some of them un- 
der the auspices of Augustin Daly, among 
the best known being Black Eyed Susan.“ 
His books, too, have gone through many edi- 
tions: -In fact, he should be in the possession 
of a fortune today from his books, his plays, 
and his librettos. No one will grudge him

Not only the editors of Punch, but likewise 
the public, and especially the public men of 
his time, owe him a debt of gratitude. _ For 
throughout all his twenty-six years of edi- 
torship of that paper he managed to steer it 
clear of that rock which is the principal dan- 
ger to every comic sheet—namely, vulgarity— 
and the jokes and cartoons which it con- 
tained, though often extremely trite and 
witty, were néver offensive to good taste.

Simply a Mistaken Allegation.

in making his decision. I never would for- 
give myself if I should bind Mr. Levinson 
over to the grand jury on this charge. 

“Perjury means willfully and corruptly 
making a false statement. Mr. Levinson 
might have made a false statement in his 
petition, but I don’t believe he did it will- 
fully, if he did it at all. There is nothing in 
the pefftion that I would not readily sign 
were I in Mr. Levinson’s position. If the 
state’s attorney wants to take the matter 
before the grand jury he can do so inde- 
pendently of my decision. The reputation of

Woman's Story of Abie at Dun- 
ning Is Told to Trial Board. 


PHYSICIANS ARE IN DOUBT. 


Seem to Suspect That Alleged Injuries 
Are Merely Imaginary.

Mrs. Emma Maendler, who complained that 


“she was treated brutally by attendants at the 


Dunning insane asylum while she was an in- 
mate there, proved to be a puzzle to the 
county civil service commission and its med- 
ical experts at the inquiry into the charges 
yesterday. 

The commissioners nd the physicians were 
inclined to suspect that Mrs, Maendler’s 
story has been embellished to some extent 
and that she was feigning injuries, but they 
couldn’t make sure. 

Mrs. Maendlet faced the accused attendants 
with a constant smile on her face, and told 
her story rapidly. She was accompanied 
by ber son, Irwin H. Maendler, Mrs. Irwin 
H. Maendler, Charles Maendler, and Dr. R. 
Rogers. The nurses directly accused, Miss 
Lillian Neville and Mrs. E. Shields; were in 
court with Mrs. P. M. Hinch of the institu- 
tion. 

The examining board was composed of 
President Busse of the county board and 
the members of the civil service commission, 
James S. Handy, Charles D. Gastfield, and 
Chris T. Hafner. The board's physicians, Drs. 
Funk and Chaffie, aided in the examination. 


Tells of Treatment at Dunning. 

Mrs. Maendler said she was met on the 
street by John Wagner, who took hold of 
her arm and then, with the assistance of a 
policeman, took her to the Chicago avenue 
police station, where she was placed in a 
cell. She said Wagner left marks on her 
arm, and then stood in front of the cell 
and taunted her by saying that You will 
have to stay here fer awhile.’’ Later, she 
said, she was taken before Judge Smiley, 
and then was taken to Dunning in a patrol 
wagon. 

How were you treated at Dunning?’ 
asked Commissioner Hafner. 

Mrs. Maendler pointed her finger at Mrs. 
Shields and said: 

That woman treated me awfully. She 
tore my clothes off and pinched my arms. 
The second day I was there she broke the 
second finger of my right hand.” 

„Why did she tear off your clothes?’ 
asked the commissioner. 

„She said I would have to take a bath, 
and did not wait for me to take off my 
clothes,“ responded Mrs. Maendler. 

Mrs. Maendler said that, although her fin- 
ger was broken, Mrs. Shields asked her to 
sew, sweep, and dust the furniture. 

“TI was not able to do the work,” said Mrs. 
Maendler, and when I told her soshe would 
choke me, and beat me, and knock me down. 


Says Hair Switch Was Stolen. 

Mrs. Maendler charged Mrs, Shields with 
stealing her comb and a switch of hair. 

Did the switch match Mrs. Shields’ hair?“ 
asked Commissioner Hafner. 

It did,” she said, emphatically, and laugh- 
ing outright, 

She said Miss Neville was “ mean, but not 
as mean as Mrs. Shields.“ 

Irwin Maendler admitted his relations with 
his mother had not been smooth, but he said 
he did not believe her to be insane. 

Dr. Chaffie examined a bruise on Mrs. 
Maendler’s left arm, which she testified was 
inflicted by Miss Neville. He said the bruise 
was so slight that it could not have been a 
severe injury. When Dr. Chaffie touched 
Mrs. Maendier’s spine the woman screamed 
and exhibited signs of extreme pain. 

“When she screamed that time, do you 
believe she was feigning?’ asked Assistant 
County Attorney Struckmeyer. 

“I do not know. It may possibly be so,”’ 
said the doctor. There is mo manner of tell- 
ing, except that she shows pain when 
touched.” 

The doctor said he did not Believe Mrs. 
Maendler’s fingers ever were broken. 

Dr. Funk said Mrs. Maendler’s spine is 
oversensitive and that he believed she is not 
as rational as she might be.

to the owners. There are g number of other 
reports soon due, but their contents are 
closely guarded. 


New Road Official Due. 

The establishment of a new official, with 
executive powers, on western railroads will 
be the subject for discussion at a meeting 
of representative executives to be held 
today in Chicago. Much time of the 
executives is wasted in attending meetings 
where important questions were to be con- 
sidered because of the absence of some rail- 
road executive who happened to be against 
the proposition but for obvious reasons could 
not openly declare his position. 

in order to stop the blocking of considera- 
tion of important questions it is purposed to 
have an official, connected with every road 
west of Chicago, whose sole duty will be to 
attend meetings of a permanent committee 
with headquarters in Chicago which shall 
take up all questions of import affecting 
traffic and operation. 

The interstate commerce commission yes- 
terday fixed a date in October for the hearing 
of the complaint of the lumber dealers of 
the country asking that the railroads be 
compelled to furnish either permanent or 
temporary stakes for all flat cars so they may 
be used in the lumber trade. The basis for 
the plea is that the stakes cost the lumber 
shippers of the country about $5,000,000 per 
year in the aggregate. The railroads con- 
tend the stakes used by the shippers are culls, 
and after serving the purpose of stakes are 
sold by the consignee for scaffolding.

Aus- 
tralia—Reports are of satisfactory outlook.” 


The consumption of corn must be on an 
enormous scale, because, in spite of four 
weeks’ successive shipments, probably un- 
precedented for largeness, the market keeps 
steady, and late prices have been fully main- 
tained,” said F. Lenders & Co. of London. 
“In spite of the free shipments some ports 
are quite bare of maize, and continue to pay 
relatively high prices for near corn, but, usu- 
ally speaking, most important centers are 
well supplied, and the demand is centered on 
more distant positions, when the quantities 
available for import are expected to be more 
restricted. The Plate, for instance, already 
shows signs of exhaustion, and our advices 
are to the effect that the trade will be prac- 
tically over at the end of the present month.

TELEPHONE STOCK IS LOWER 


Local Grain Interests and the Packers 
Are Large Borrowers. 


An issue of $1,250,000 of 5 per cent first 
mortgage gold bonds has been sold by the 
North Shore Electric company to N. W. 
Halsey & Co. and a syndicate of bankers, 
The mortgage securing these bonds is 
“open,” but in connection with this sale 
the company has executed an-instrument 
limiting the amount of bonds issuable 
under the mortgage to $6,000,000. It also 
substitutes the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank as trustee in place of the Equitable 
Trust company, resigned. 

Including this sale of $1,250,000 of bonds 
the North Shore Electric will have outstand- 
ing $3,837,000 of bonds, leaving $2,663,000 yet 
to be issued. Under the mortgages these 
can be put out to the extent of 75 per cent 
of new property acquired, The company 
has $2,500,000 of stock outstanding. It is 
controlled by the Chicago Edison-Common- 
wealth Electric interests. Its plant extends 
from Waukegan on the north to Homewood 
on the south. 


Chicago Telephone Lower. 
Chicago Telephone stock and the rights“ 


on the new issues were lower again yester- 


day in the local market. The rights sold 
down to 780 a share and the stock at 107%. 
Since the announcement of the new stock 
issue the shares have broken from 122 and 
the “rights” have sagged from about $4 
a share. There! seems to be little disposi- 
tion on the part of the present owners of 
the stock to increase their holdings. 

Swift and Quaker Oats shares were lower 
on a small amount of selling. Edison was up 
a couple of points, but not in much demand. 
In the bond list prices were lower than the 
last preceding quotations, Pneumatic Tool 5s 
being off a point. 


Local Money Market. 

Local banking interests expect that the 
money market this fall will be a practical 
repetition of that a year ago. Rates in Chi- 
cago are now firm at 5% to 6 per cent, and 
the general demand is good. Grain interests 
and the packers are large borrowers, and the 
rate to them is close around 6 percent. Pres- 
ent conditions indicate that the rates will be 
firm through the rest of the year. The bal- 
ances carried in local banks by country 
institutions have been reduced on account 
of the government’s call for the return of 
public deposits, and will be reduced further 
in the near future oh account of crop mov- 
ing requirements. Currency shipments 
have not yet begun in any volume on this 
account. The movement this year is expect- 
ed to be late on account of the lateness of 
the crop season. 

It is figured that the reserve cities will 
be called upon liberally this season for as- 
sistance in the crop movement. The country 
banks thronghout the west have bought more 
commercial paper than ever before. Most of 
it will mature in the crop moying period, but 
the east will have to furnish the funds to 
meet the loans and supply other funds in ad- 
dition. The best opinion is that the demands 


‘of the crop movement can be met without 


difficulty, however, unless there is a re- 
newal of active speculation. No new en- 
terprises are being started and there is evi- 
dence that people now in business are exer- 
cising a caution in expenditure which has 
not been observed before for some time.
